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COP'S BEST FRIEND 

^CCORDING to experts, the Mounted 
Division of the New York Police Depart¬ 
ment is the best of its kind in the country. Forces 
of other cities for some time have been pattern¬ 
ing their organizations after it. What makes 
it tick, and who are the men behind the horses^ 
or, rather, who are the horses under the men? 

In New York City’s department, there are 
355 mounts, and all are bay geldings, purchas¬ 
ed from dealers for not more than $450* They 
work in eight-hour shifts, in Washington Mar¬ 
ket, Central Park, the theatre district of Times 
Square, and on special details, such as strikes 
or riots. Besides their regular duty, they oc¬ 
casionally participate in parades and horse 
shows. 

Those displaying nervous traits after several 
months’ training—which includes learning 
never to step on f or injure pedestrians—and 
thpse showing great speed are assigned to park 
duty., principally to overtake runaways. Calmer 
steeds are designated to city street patrols. 
Their pay constitutes affection and the best of 
handling from their riders. At the termination 
of tjieir service, the weary steeds are retired to 
a pasture in the country* 

Four hundred and twenty men, including 
hostlers and blacksmiths, make up the other 
half of the team. Not all are veteran horsemen. 
Th'tese are given 30-day trials, and at the end 
of this period, it is obvious whether they have 
the ability to make a mounted officer. Every 
effort is made to suit the man to the horse. 

Although there were mounted police in this 


city as far back as the Civil War days, it was 
Police Commissioner Grover A* Whalen, who, 
in 1930, brought the division up to its present 
strength, and put it in its proper focus* 

ROAD TO PRISON 

Highway holdup men and hijackers, con¬ 
templating assaults on vans, are in for a ride 
themselves, if proposed plans of the American 
Trucking Association are put into effect. Orig¬ 
inally, the 3,000,000 vehicles in the nation 
were to be equipped with two-way radio to 
report road emergencies, such as engine break¬ 
down, flat tires, changes in pickup orders, and 
new instructions. To foil hijackers, drivers and 
truck crews will be taught to report to their 
base depot in code, which will relay the alarm 
to the nearest police. Recent Chicago tests 
proved to be satisfactory.

WRITING WRONGDOERS 

People who read books are learning that the 
pen (or. the penitentiary) is mightier than the 
sword. Willie Sutton, known by police as “The 
Actor,” is the most famous current star of 
legitimate prison literature, with his auto- 
biography* “J* Willie Sutton*'* aided and abet¬ 


ted by the professional skill of Quentin Rey¬ 
nolds. A lifer at the Iowa State Penitentiary, 
Tom Runyan, contributes frequently to such 
national magazines as Collier’s and the Satur¬ 
day Evening Post. Other prisoners from jails 
across the land are offering stones and cartoons 
to publishers. One former inmate is now the 
successful originator of a nationally syndicated 
comic strip. * 

“Most prison authorities encourage a man 
to write, if he has any aptitude. He can have 
a typewriter supplied, or, if he can't type, 
arrangements are made to have his manuscript 
typed for him/" says Roberts J. Wright, an 
official of the American Prison Association.. 

The jail at Jackson, Mich., is a beehive of 
activity, adds Mr. Wright. Inmates have estab¬ 
lished a literary advice committee, which not 
only reads and recommends changes in scripts, 
but also acts as an agent in negotiations with 
publishers. Last year, the committee analyzed 
roughly 10,000 pieces, ranging from poetry to 
full-length novels. Almost $15,000 worth of 
material was sold to various publishers,
